3/1/2004-PubIic —The President has learnt, with deep regret, about the sad demise of Shri Sikander Bakht, 
Governor of Kerala, at 9.30 PM on 23-02-2004 at Govt. Medical College, Thiruvananthapuram, Kerala. The death of 
Shri Sikander Bakht has deprived the country of a distinguished political and social worker. 

2. Bom at Delhi on 24-08-1918, Shri Sikander Bakht was elected a member of the Sixth Lok Sabha during 1977 
to 1979. In April 1990, he was elected to Rajya Sabha. He was re-elected to Rajya Sabha in 1996. He was Leader of 
Opposition in Rajy a Sabha from 1992 to 1996andfrom 19% to 1998. He served as a Union Minister from 1977 to 1979, 
during 19% and from 1998 to 1999 and held the portfolios of Works & Housing, Supply, Rehabilitation, Urban Affairs 
& Employment, External Affairs and Industry. 

3. He assumed the charge of Governor of Kerala on 184-2002. Shri Sikander Bakht was also a keen sportsperson 
and had special interest in Indian classical music and Urdu poetry.
